form of human slavery, is forever 
prohibited in this Stite, and all con 
tracts fur coolie labor are null and 
voiit.

invaluable characteristics and uses of 
Shakespeare as found in bis writ- 
ings, bat how miny admirers of the 
iflWter 'dramatist realize how 
atruotib'.e Shakespeare the individaal 
is as a topic for writers? The very fact 
that nothing of consequence is known 
of his personal history 'sbarpena the 
pea and provokes a How of persuasive 
'ink until the Bard of A~von 'has per- 
sonally been clothed upon wi'h as 
many gnisea as the most inveterate 
'"utility taan" at^one '6f 'his own 
'theatres. 
We have had books, es- 


"•ays slid'other speculations on Shake- 
speare as a gentleman, • a boor, • 
•ohoolboy, a traveller, a lawyer, a 
physician, a churchman, a lover, a 
wine bibber, an abstainer, a theolo- 
gian, a theoaophist, a free lover, an 
-aristocrat, a Democrat, a husband, a 
father, a horse boy, a politician, a 
good little boy of the Sunday school 
literatnre variety, an American, a 
Frenchmen,'a Scotchman, a negro, a 
sailor and a woman—as Lord Bicon, 
Sir Walter Baleigh and nobody in 
-particular—and speculation of tbis 
nature show* no signs of weariness. 
Within this first montl- of a new year 
•we have at least two more articles on 
Shakespear's personality—an essay 
in Appleton's Monthly from the pen 
of Mr. Appleton Morgan, and en 
titled 
"The Sbakesperan 
Myth," 


and an ingenious and entertaining 
treatise, "Was Shakespeare a Catho- 
lic?" which Mr. S. B A. Harper 
'gives' to the world through the broad 
pages of the American Catholic Quiir. 
terty Review, AH of the theories al 
laded to have entertained cliques and 
•parties more or less large, and bave, 
•one and all, been peculiarly delight- 
ful, because out of almost nothing 
they have perfected soch fair and 
fascinating creations. 
The material 


remains as great—or little—as ever; 
the barb's hold npon humanity has 
strengthened with every year of the 
•world's progress during the past two 
centuries, so there is ao reason why 
"we may not with confident antic- 
ipation look forward to seeing the 
immortal William in several hundred 
more poses, and each one according 
to evidence drawn directly from his 
own pages. 
We may fail to learn 


•who and what Shakespeare really 
'was, bnt there is so much more to 
find out that the pangs of tbis little 
'disappointment will be more than 
alleviated.

.General Grook is reloctant to ex- 


press any opinion of the causes which 
drove the Gheyennes to take so des 
perate a resolve,' bnt he says enough! 
to indicate his belief that their dogged 
refusal to go back was a conse- 
quence of ill treatment on the reser- 
Yxtion. "The Cbeyennes," "Jhe sirs, 
"went to the south Tolnntarilr and 
with good feeling, aed it would hard- 
ly be probable that they would pre- 
fer to die rather than retnrn toward 
tbe south without some good reason. 
They wero neither fools nor lunatics 
and in deciding npon their course 
they know as well as we the probable 
result." 
When the order came to 


conduct them back an attempt had to 
be made to obey it, and tbe soldiers 
are not responsible for the result. 


General Crook does not anticipate 


new Indian troubles. 
He says the 


Indians at the Red Cloud and Spotted 
Tail agencies are at present quiet and 
contented, and that they bave an 
honest and capable agent. 
The 


honest and capable agett is a most 
important element in the calculation. 
"If the promises made to them are 
kept," says General Crook, "I see no 
prospect of trouble with them. Any 
apprehension of trouble at the Bed 
Cloud or Spotted-Tail ngenoy, under 
existing circumstances, are ground- 
less " 
He thinks there is a great 


deal of bosh in the accounts of Sit- 
ting Bull, but does not know whether 
tbis chief has crossed the border and 
is coining sonth. Bnt -With i egard to 
tbe Indians in general he thinks "all 
tbe signs are more indicative of 
peace than for several years; provided 
of course, that they are properly 
treated and that all promises are 
kept with them." Tbis opinion, com- 
ing from such a source, is hopeful 
and reassuring.

10,000 men reorossed'the Froth, and 
many of these were recruits.
